The Seceding Majority of the Party 
Issue a Manifesto -Healy Burned 
in Eiligy. 



DUBLIN, Dec. 10, — The steamer which 
conveyed Parnell ami friends and a number 
of leading lights of the anti-Purnellite 
movement, arrived safe at Kingston at an 
early hour this morning. The distinguished 
Irishmen at once embarked on the waiting 
tender, and were immediately conveyed to 
the pier. Groat crowds had accompanied 
ParneU'a newly organized body-guard. The 
Parnell reception committee and a numer- 
ous delegation had come down by special 
train from Dublin to jjreet tho much-talked 
of lender, tho moment he placed his feet on 
Irish soil. On tho arrival at Kingston pier 
of the train, Timothy Healy hurriedly en- 
tered tho carriage and was rapidly driven 
away, amid groans and hisses and cries of 
"Chief Justice Healy." When Parnell 
stepped from the train, the crowd, which 
had forced its way to the station, platform 
and waiting rooms, pressed him so closely 
that it was with the utmost difficulty the 
policemen were able to clear a way for him 
to his carriage No sooner had this been 
done successfully, than the enthusiastic peo- 
ple unhitched tho horses. It was then sur- 
rounded on all aides by men, fighting, push- 
ing and tearing to secure the honor of a 
grip on the shafts. The illustrious Irish 
chieftain was drawn itt the early morning 
iiuur to tiie Dublin residence of his friend, 
Dr. Kenny, M.P. for South Cork. As the 
crowd dashed ahead at " double quick, ' 
they sang the national anthem and "God 
Save Ireland." 

"UNITED IRELAND" SEIZED. 

Dublin, Dee, 10. — Parnell, as one of the 
directors of United Ireland, to-day seized 
the plant of that paper and prevented the 
publication of its current edition, and 
ejected the editor. ParneU'a agent then 
took possession of the premises. United 
Ireland is the paper of which William 
O'Brien, one of the Irish Nationalist dele- 
gation now in New York, is editor, and the 
unti-P.unellites have been discussing a pro- 
position to secure full control of the paper 
and issue it as the organ of their party in 
Ireland. Parnell is the owner of 474 of the 
500 shares of the stock ot the United ire- 
land Company, the remaining 20 shares be- 
ing owned by Dr. Kenny, member of the 
House of Commons for South Cork, and a 
friend of ParneU'a, and Justin McCarthy, 
leader of the anti- Parnellites. 

The gentlemen of the staff who were to- 
day violently ejected from the office of 
United Ireland will at once institute pro- 
ceedings against Parnell for assault. 

TOH AND AGAINST PARNELL. 
The following summaries will convey tm 
idea of of Irish opinion at present, on the 
troubles in the ranks of the Nationalists, so 
far ascertained by the expression and votes 
of the various organizations : The board of 
Town Commissioners stands 15 for Parnell 
and 8 against ; the Board of Guardians, IS 
for and .'! against ; various branches of the 
National League and a number of registra- 
tion societies heard from, show them to 
stand 78 in favor and 72 against the Irish 
leader. The trade and labor societies 
which have voted, gave Parnell 14 
to none against ; other organized 
bodies at fifty-live public meetings 
declared ,'10 to 25 in favor of Parnell 
A LIVELY FIOHT. 

It was Learned that when Mr. Bodkin, 
who was acting as editor in charge during 
the absence in the United States of Wm. 
O'Brien, entered the ollice of United Ire- 
land, to-day, he found Parnell in possees- 
sion. Parnell read the articles of associa- 
tion under which the company was or- 
ganized, and then instructed the sheriff to 
eject Bodkin. Then that ollicer imme- 
diately proceeded to do so. It was no easy 
matter to accomplish, however, as the aet- 
iitor offered a stubborn but ineffectual 
resistance. In the down-stairs ollice, a des- 
perate encounter occurred between the sher- 
iff and his deputies and the sub-editorial 
stall', every man of which rushed to the 
assistance of their chief. In tho melee 
slicks and clubs were freely used, and 
stools, ink bottles, paper weights and other 
irtieles of ollice furniture were hurled 
through the air. It was only after a pro- 
longed and desperate struggle that the 
editors, grimly lighting every inch of the 
way, were finally thrust out of the 
premises. The news of the light rapidly 
spread all over the already excited capital, 
and within a wonderfully short time tho 
ollice of the United Ireland was surrounded 
by an intensely Interested crowd. Later in 
the day Parnell appeared at the ollice of 
the paper anil addressed the staff, which, 
after heating his statement, promised to 
servo him. 

THE ENTIRE EDITION DESTROYED. 

It appears that Mr. Lciry, sub-editor of 
United Ireland, having received an intim- 
ation of Mr. Parnell's Intentions with re- 
gard to the paper, bod arranged to issue tin 
edition in odvunce of the regular hour of 



! 

publication. His purposo was however 
frustrated by the sudden urrival of Mr. 
Parnell. In tho struggle between tho 
sheriffs men and tho editors, one of the 
latter received a serious wound, inflicted by 
a blow from a flying office stool. Three of 
the sheriffs deputies received slight contu- 
sions. Once in possession, Parnell imme- 
diately ordered tho destruction of the 
entire edition, which was about to be issued 
to the public at tho moment of hia arrival. 
It contained bitter attacks upon ParneU'a 
recent conduct and policy. 

AN ANTI-l'ARNELLlTK's OPINION. 

London, Dec. 10. — Parnell made his 
entry into Dublin to-day like the conqueror 
of a disaffected province, Hia forcible 
seizure of United Ireland was as bold a 
stroko as bis tearing up the resolution for 
hia deposition at Saturday's nationalist 
meeting, and has produced a remarkable 
impression. Parnell is developing qualities 
that few knew him to possess. One of tho 
leading anti-Parnellites said to your corres- 
pondent to-day : " Until the scandal, I 
always followed Parnell and had a good 
deal of admiration for him on account of his 
persistency and shrewdness, yet I never 
supposed that he was a man of such force as 
he lias lately been proving himself to be. 
I veil' ure to confess that if I had supposed 
wo were rousing up such a lion, I should 
have hesitated longer than I did about at- 
tempting hiB deposition. Not but that I 
believe his retirement advisable, but be- 
cause I now doubt if the game was worth 
the candle. ParneU'a desperate resistance 
may rend all Ireland in pieces. Why this 
man is made of the stuff that Ciesars and 
Napoleons are forged of. He would sacri- 
fice the whole race to his personal ambition, 
and it looks as though ho had the strength 
to do so. " 

This may be an exaggerated view of the 
Irish leader's potency ; but it is undeniable 
that from >;he moment of his setting foot on 
Irish soil the situation began to turn still 
more in his favor than it had seemed to be 
before. 

It was announced this afternoon that the 
total number of declarations made by public 
bodies of all sorts in 1 reland thus far in favor 
of Parnell was "JOU, wdiile tho declarations 
against him were only 113. The anti-Par- 
nellites at once questioned the correctness 
of these figures, and asserted that they had 
been doctored in the interests of Parnell. 

The edition of United Ireland, which was 
about being issued, when Parnell invaded 
the premises and ordered the destruction of 
all the copies in existence, containing an 
article on this very subject, which showed 
that SO per cent of the declarations made 
up to the present timo had been against 
Parnell. It is evident that the suppression 
of these statements will be of great advan- 
tage to Parnell. Present appearances till in- 
dicate that he will sweep the country in his 
first appeal. Whether there will be u re- 
action on second thought or not, it is too 
early to predict with certainty. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says to-day, re- 
ferring to Darnell's speech at the railway 
station last night: "No man ever went 
faster to the devil with Ood so much on his 
lips " 

Barry O'Hrieu, ParneU'a candidato for 
North Kilkenny, is a man of comparatively 
little ability or popularity except aa a litera- 
teur, and it is a matter of some surprise 
that Parnell should not have selected a 
stronger man for the initial fight, especially 
as the anti-Parnellite eandidnte to whom ho 
ia opposing himself is a statesman of more 
than ordinary experionco and prestige, 

THE SPEECH IN Till ROTUNDA. 

Dublin, Dec. 10. — Parnell spent most of 
the day in conference with bis supporters. 
When he left Dr. Kenny's house for the 
Rotunda, lie was quickly surrounded by a 
crf'Wtl of his admirers, who escorted him to 
the haii. There was an immense crowd as- 
sembled, and Parnell was accorded u great 
ovation. He was lifted upon the shoulders 
of the people, and in that manner passed 
along to the platform, tho hall being so 
densely crowded that all the aisles were 
blocked up. The mayor presided and 
moved a resolution of confidence in Parnell, 
which was adopted by acclamation. Par- 
nell then rose to speak, but it way several 
minutes before he could be heard, on ac- 
count of the cheering. In his speech, he re- 
peated tho arguments heretofore dwelt upon 
by him, to tho effect that the plans of 
Gladstone in regard to home rule would not 
be found satisfactory unless the party main- 
tained its independence and extorted a 
proper degree of local powers as the price 
of their support of the Liberals. He re- 
ferred to the impossibility of the secession- 
ists coping with the Liberal leaders, and 
reiterated his charge that they had been 
seduced to take a stand agaitut him 
by Liberal wit e-pullers. Parnell expressed 
himself as confident of winning if the 
youth of Ireland remained with hi in. He 
said he had been accused of absence from 
the lield of battle ; but, he did not intend 
to ph ad to such charges to-night, He sim- 
ply wanted to be taken for what his bearers 
knew him to be, and for what, God helping 
him, he would prove himself to be in the 
face of Ireland and his fellow countrymen. 
He repudiated the assertion, however, that 
he was ever absent from any light in Ire- 
land's cause. " I suppose," he said, "that 
this is a great crisis. \\ ho made it" 
Cries of " Healy ! Sexton ! " 
Parnel) (continuing) — Was it I or you, or 
who was it 7 
Voices—" Old Gladstone." 
Parnell, continuing, warmly animadvert- 
ed upon Gladstone's action in waiting days 
after the verdict in the divorce case and al- 
lowing the party's meeting to occur before 
hinting that his retirement was considered 
necessary. Parnell alluded to Gladstone as 
deserving little of the title of " Grand Old 
Man." Ho hail been victorious in many 
battlefields, and was to be complimented 
therefor; " but," added Mr. Parnell, " we 
said to him : 1 We decline to fuse with 
you or surrender our independence.' 
Ireland says to him : ' Resume 
your place as leader of your 
party; back up your authority, ami when 
you have put yourself in the position of an 
independent leader such as ours, then, and 
not until then, will we allow our leader to 
treat with you on those equal terms, which 
alone can assure a lasting settlement with 
promise of permanency." Mr. Parnell in- 
dulged in some sarcastic references to the 
promise of English money to start an tinti- 
Parnell newspaper. He added that the 
movement against him was a dishonest one, 
otherwise he would respect it. Hut it was 
u tricky one. He bolioved that his hearers 
w mild be content to wait before deciding 
against him. "1 believe that you will not 
hastily decide that I, unworthy us I am 
(cries of " no, no,") am loo unworthy to 
walk with you even in sight of the promised 
land, which, please Ood, 1 will enter with 
you. (' lical applause and erica ot "Parnell 



for over.")' In concluding, Parnell said : 
" Wo stand on the brink of an issue whose 
meaning ia life or death. You cannot avoid 
the issue forced upon you. If our constitu- 
tion movement is broken down, sundered, 
discredited and forgotten, England will bo 
face to face with that imperishable force 
which to-night gives ino vitality and 
power." (Uproarious cheers.) "If Ireland 
leaves this path* upon which I 
have led her almost in sight of 
victory I will not for my part say what will 
accompany her future (cheers), but I shall 
claim my right to bo warned by the mis- 
takes of the past and shape my course ac- 
cordingly. You may ask the meaning of 
this; whether I intend to pass tho rubi- 
con and burn my boats. I reply that I 
cross no rubicon and have no boata to burn; 
but my position is that of 1SH0, and I say 
to all Irishmen, beware while the power is 
still in your hands before you surrender to 
the forces which you cannot control inimit- 
ably — the power of our race which has shown 
itself in these Dublin streets to-night, and 
without which I should bo worthless, useless, 
but with which I am strong, and with which 
on my side, I pledge myself to push forward 
until I have reached tho goal, or until the 
majority of the Irish peoplo tell me my goal 
is not theirs, and that I must try some other 
method." (Enthusiastic cheering.) 

A considerable portion of ParneU'a speech 
waa devoted to tho condition of the evicted 
tenants, and the proper course to bo pur- 
sued to better the condition of the peasant- 
ry. In this respect he repeated his well- 
known views. 

Later, Parnell addressed an overflow meet- 
ing briefly. The enthusiasm everywhere 
was unparalleled: The speeches were con- 
stantly interrupted with the wildest cheer- 
ing. 

HEALY AGAIN BURNED IN EFFIGY. 
Dublin, Dec. 10. — Timothy Healy was 
burned in effigy in this city to-night. Tho 
feeling against ParneU'a enemies is growing 
very bitter. The only untoward incident 
connected with the ovation to Parnell, was 
the action of a party of students in singing 
"God save the Queen." The crowd 
chaffed the young men unmercifully but did 
not attempt any violence. 

UNITED IRELAND RECAPTURED, 

New York, Dec. 10.— The Sun publishes 
the following from Dublin : Midnight. — 
Late to-night, a strong party of Parnell's 
opponents made a descent upon and recap- 
tured the ollices of United Ireland. "The 
invaders destroyed all the leaders which 
had been prepared by Leaniy, who was in- 
stalled as editor to-day by Parnell, and 
turned all tho matter they found 
set up into the fire. They then 
took possession of the ledgers and 
others books and documents belonging to 
the concern. All this was done in the natno 
of Wni. O'Brien. A strong posse from 
various labor societies haa been loft at the 
garrison with instructions to remain on 
g lard day and night and resist by force any 
further intrusion by Parnell and his friends. 
It ia said that the suppressed edition of the 
paper will appear to-inorrow. 

PRESENTED WITH AN ADDRESS. 

London, Dec. 10.— Tho town clerk of 
Kingstown presented .irraddress of tho mu- 
nicipality to Darnell, expressing admira- 
tion for his resistance to tho insolent dicta- 
tion ot Gladstone, and hia refusal to accept 
a scheme of home rulo which does not pro- 
vide a settlement of the land question and 
give the people full control of the police 
power. 

A NATIONALIST COMMITTEE. 

London, Dec. 10. — Steps have been taken 
in Dublin toward the formation of a central 
body, to be known as the Nationalist com- 
mittee, to sustain the secessionist section of 
the Irish parliamentary party. The clergy 
and all Nationalists are eligible to member- 
ship. Temporary rooms for the organization 
have been secured in Dame street. 

A DIVIDED PARTY. 

New York, Dec. 10. —The executive 
committee of the municipal council of tho 
Irish national league of New York city, to- 
day cabled the following to Parnell : " The 
executive committee of the New York mu- 
nicipal oouncil of the Irish notional league, 
gratefully remember your great services to 

I our country and deplore the necessity of 
the hour. We believe your retirement for 
the present absolutely essential to success. 

| A divided Irish party will result in a collapse 
of the Irish American support. Unity means 
triumph, division means disaster and per- 
manent ruin. We beg you to make a sacri- 
fice which means even more than your past 
services, and which will endear you to 

i every lover of Ireland. Our loyalty 
and services in the past will at- 

j test the sincerity of our motives. 
We make this appeal that Ireland 
may not be. deprived of your future useful - 

J uess. That our cause may not. perish in 
our day and generation. 

"(Signed) Twos. P. Ryan, Chairman.'' 

THE SEOEUERS MANIFESTO. 
The manifesto of the seceding majority of 
the Irish members declares that they are 
hound to protect the cause of their country 
at whatever personal sacrifice. It asserts 
that Parnell has disregarded their ap- 
peals to remember their country, and 
has evinced an ill-judged determination 
to maintain a position which will not be 
sustained by the people. It is the duty of 
all Irishmen, irrespective of their kindly 
personal feeling toward Parnell, to adopt a 
course that will save the country from the 
dangers which threaten it us the result of 
ParneU'a misconduct. The document further 
says that Parnell's utterances would indi- 
cate that bo is the injured party ; whereas, 
he alone is responsible for the present de- 
plorable condition of affairs. It details 
Parnell's failure to keep his promise to 
repel the charges of Capt. O'.Shea, and 
makes inaiiy severe references to his con- 
duct since the charges were brought 
against him. Parnell's personality it 
avers obstructs Ireland's freedom. If he 
is re-elected the Tory government 
will resume its power, and coercion will re- 
ceive u new lease of life. The 
manifesto winds up with manifestations of 
confidence in (Hailstone's desire and ability 
to grant substantial self-government to Ire- 
land. It declares that Parnell's manifesto 
was an appeal to the hatred between the 
people of Great Britain and Ireland, Tin 
document is signed by \~ members, headed 
by Justin McCarthy. It concludes ; "Tin 
issue we submit to the- peoplo is one on 
which tho fortunes of our country must de 
pen d, and may God defend the right."

MURDER AT PORT ANGELES. 

lira. 0. A. Moss Brutally Butchcrid— The As- 
sassin Not Yet Captured. 

Port Angeles, Dec. 0.— About ii o'clock 
this afternoon Mrs. C. A. Moss was mur- 
dered by some unknown person. 

She was killed, evidoutly, by an "axe, in 
front of her store, three miles west of this 
city, near P.radshaw's mill. 

She was found dead by Frank Marckord 
and bis companion, two men who were 
working near Mrs. Moss's. Her head was 
split open and the right car nearly chopped 
off. She is about 21 years of age. Her 
husband went to Washington, 1). (.'., about; 
three weeks ago. She was living alone and 
conducting a small store. 

A man was seen to run across the road 
with something looking itko a gun in his 
hands. Marckord claims to have heard a. 
shot, which attracted thetn to the spot. 
The appearance of the murdered woman was 
horrible. The murderer evidently tried to> 
carry the dead woman into the house, as 
her dress was torn and bIiows marks of 
bloody hands. The officers and a number of 
men are scouring tho woods, trying to find 
the murderer. 

Coroner Hastings will hold an inqueit to- 
morrow, when some evidence may be pro- 
duced, showing who tho guilty persons are. 

Chinese Exnuntntlons, 

Yesterday, while ut the cemetery, a Col- 
onist reporter visited the Chinese burying 
ground and there found a number of China- 
men engaged in the ghoulish work of open- 
ing graves, busting open coffins, turning 
out the grinning skeletons and transferring; 
them into tin boxes which were soldered up, 
quantities of clothing, decaying and foul 
smelling flesh being thrown into the exca- 
vations, giving forth the most noisome 
odors and possibly charging the atmos- 
phere with the germs of the most conta- 
gious diseases.

A Lively Session— The Temperance and Moral 
Jieform Association iK msaed— Chinese Ex- 
humations Vigorously Condemned. 

Tho ordinary weekly meeting of tho 
City Council was held last night, Uis 
Worship the Mayor in the chair. There 
were present Aldermen Goodaore, Mc- 
Killican, Harrison, Kolly, VigeliuB, 
Wilson, Smith and Holland*. 

After tho reading and adoption of 
minutes tho Mayor referred in tho most 
feeling terms to the funeral which had 
just taken placo and had l)oen so largely 
attended of a gentleman who had pre- 
sided over this Council Board and who 
had also sat as an ordinary member. It 
was in order for Bonie-ono ho thought to 
propose it. motion of condolence with his 
family, and of appreciation of his public 
service. Ho had in tho past and up to 
the time of his death, boon not only a 
most worthy citizen but ono of the great- 
est friends to the poor of Victoria. It 
would also be proper that tho city clerk 
forward the resolution to tho family. 

Aid. Vigelius said that tho decease of 
Mr. Fell was n misfortune to the city. 
He was sure all tho members coincided 
in this view. 

Aid. Kelly moved, seconded by Aid. 
Harrison, and it was resolved, tlm' the 
sympathy of this Council be conveyed to 
tho family of ex-Mayor Fell in their 
bereavement, in the kiss of tho head of 
their family by death, and that this muni- 
cipality, through the Municipal Council, 
recognizes the misfortune to the com- 
munity in tho demise of one of its most 
useful members, and that the clerk be 
instructed to transmit to the family this 
resolution. 

Tho resolution was unanimously 
adopted.

.James Prevost — drawing attention to 
tho condition of the lower part of Men- 
zies street, near the Athletic Club house. 

Aid. Vigelius complained that at this 
point, unci several others, the Water com- 
mittee had riot properly repaired streets 
where they had made excavations.

for i?? Q11C! y help rafcheF than make claims 
for damages. 

Tho petition was ty the Street com. 
mifctee. 

Drake, Jackson & Helmcken— on ac- 
count of Hugh Grant, asking for dam- 
ages for injuries to a scow because of the 
non-removal of piles at Rock Bay bridge. 
Referred to the Street commtitee. 

Baldwin, Washburn, Calcutt & Co.—. 
asking for assistance, by way of purchase 
of books, towards publishing an illus- 
trated work on Vancouver Island, tho 
work to bo printed in Victoria provided 
thero were proper facilities hero t<n doin^ 
so. The communication stated that the 
Board of Trade and the Government had 
been communicated with. 

Aid. Holland moved that tho commu- 
nication be referred to the Mayor and 
Panting Committee to report. 

Aid. Vigelius moved in amendment, 
seconded by A'd. Kelly, that the matter 
bo left over to the incoming council with 
a strong recommendation. 

Aid. Harrison thought thero >vas too 
much slowness about advertising Vic- 
toria. He would- liko to know what the 
Board of Trade and Provincial Govern- 
ment proposed to do.

Aid. Kelly believed that in Victoria 
and British Columbia thero were people 
who could do this work as well as any one 
in Chicago or San Francisco.

Kelly deprecated so many at- 
tempts to goudge the city, lie was com- 
pletely sick of De Cosmos, who was the 
worst man with whom the city bad to do. 

The communication was received and 
the request granted, 

The Mayor, further severely reflecting 
upon Mr. Decoamos, and his methods. 

Eberts & Taylor — asking for a 
cheque for §20 costs allowed in the Mad- 
igan case. Rcq est granted. 

H. Pillar — asking if the Council would 
receive a deputation from the Council of 
the Temperance and Moral Reform As- 
sociation, on the J7th inst. 

The Mayor said that such communica- 
tions were always calculated to cast as- 
persions on the Council and should be 
hurled back on their authors. He defied 
Rev. Watson, Eraser and McLeod, 
who had preached in denunciation of tho 
city, to find any town of similar size 
more moral or well ordered than this. 
He was ashamed of such men. Indeed 
it seemed as if they had no means of 
maintaining themselves in their positions 
and keeping on their block coats than by 
breaking out in such denunciations. 
They could not, it would appear, earn 
their living at preaching if they (lid not 
act in this way. He re- 
ferred to the public celebrations, 
among them recent Queen's birthdays, 
after which there wero no prisoners in 
the Police Statu. •->. He was wo)] aware 
that the social e\ 1 existed, but no man 
with a family would seek to stamp it out 
as some of these people desired to do. It 
had existed in the earliest times, and 
would continue to exist, or worse. It 
was for the authorities to make people 
obey the law. If they broke it, they 
should bo taken up and punished and 
made to behave. He wished tosee every 
possible moral reform carried out. Th; a 
tho council were trying to effect • but 
they wero severely reflected upr.n by the 
Reform Council — forsooth! It was only 
tho other day that aomel'aing had been 
brought to light in connection with an 
officer of tho Y. M. C. A., and were the 
whole system sifted down to the dregs, 
perhaps, something more of the same 
would be discovered. 

Aid. Smith said that for his part ho 
would like to see the gentlemen and hear 
what they had to say. He was not afraid, 
and should therefore move that the coun- 
cil meet them as they desired. 

Tin; Mayor would bo ready to meet and 
confer with them as citizens, but not as a 
Moral Reform association. He repelled 
their insinuation. 

Aid. McKillican thought the Mayor had 
taken a wrong meaning of the communi- 
cation. The association had been or- 
ganized to improve the public morals. 
Ho should throw no obstacles in theii 
way, and if they could do anything fni 
the elevation of the community, he 
should bo happy to help them. He did 
not find in their communication anything 
filthy, obnoxious or beneath the dignity 
of the Council. 

Aid. Kelly looked on the formation ol 
tho Council as an insult. Ho would noi 
receive the communications or endorsi 
them as an organization. If they cann 
before tho Council as individuals hi 
would be ready to moot them. 

Aid. Harrison could not discover an\ 
insult. The association was formed of 
respectable men. Let them bo met. 
Tho Mayor — Wh > are they ? 
Aid. McKillican — The differen 
churches appointed certain men to act ii 
ibis capacity. They wanted to remedy 
certain evils, and it was only right t> 
meet them and ascertain what the} 
want ed. 

The Mayor askod why they ha 
chosen tho present time to send thei 
letter. It was, ho was convinced, a on 
nicipal political dodge.

The corporation ought 
to communicate with the government on 
the subject. No one knew of what 
diseases these people had died. He 
understood that tho Provincial govern- 
ment got 810 for oaeh body exhumed 
and this corporation §5. He moved that 
the city clerk be instructed to communi- 
cate with the governmen, asking 
them to refuse permission to re- 
move boilies unless tiiey had been buried 
for ten years. There wore 10 bodies to 
be taken out of the Ross Jiay cemetery 
and two out of tho old cemetery, accord- 
ing to tho order which had been shown 
to him. He thought tho city health of- 
ficer should visit the cemetery to-morrow. 

Aid. Vigelius seconded the motion, 
suggesting that, the communication to tho 
Government be supplemented with a cer- 
tificate on the subject from tho city medi- 
cal health officer. 

The motion was adopted. 

Aid. McKillican said if the practice of 
exhumation was against the public health 
it could be [tut a stop to.

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"GONE TO THE GRAVE." 

'The List Ornmontes Oyer the Komaiim of an 
Honored uiiil Esteemed Citizen of 
Victoria. 

For somo time back tlio citizons of 
Victori.-i and the friends of ex-Mayor 
Foil have not failed to notice- tho signs of 
a physical break-down which have, for a 
still longer period, boon unmistakable by 
the members of his immediate family 
circle. Day after day his appoaranco had 
grown less buoyant, and his step loss 
linn, until it became necessary to an- 
nounce that ho had been conliiied to his 
bed and that his condition was, indued, 
aorious. Day after day tho announce- 
ments as to tho state of health bocamo 
more distressing, and the personal 
inquiries made regarding him were 
increasingly numerous and solicitous ; for 
Mr. Fell was not only a prominent citi- 
zen, but was regarded as tho neighbor 
and friend of every one— his heart being 
large enough to sympathize with every 
case of distress, and his purso sufficiently 
deep to enable him to implement in a 
substantial manner tho sympathy which 
ho actually felt. 

THE NliWS OF HIS DEATH 

caused a profound shock, by many it was 
regarded as a public calamity, and al- 
ready tho question has gone round, who 
shall succeed him? He, indeed, realized 
the trutli of tho definition that " pure 
religion and undeliled is to visit the 
fatherless and the widow in their afflic- 
tion." His personal vitws on many 
matters, could not be regarded by many 
persons as orthodox ; but his 
heterodoxy, in its practical bearings, 
was far ahead of all the "doxies" 
professed by many people of far greater 
protonsions ; and without doubt, as in the 
caso of Corporal Trim, the recording angel 
will drop sufficient tears of joy over his 
many good deeds as will forever blot out 
what might chance to be recorded on tho 
other side of his life's register. Tho opin- 
ion formed regarding Mr. Fell by his friends 
and neighbors, from their daily inter- 
course, was amply testified to by tho 
crowds which were thronged tho cham- 
ber in which the remains were laid 
awaiting their final disposition. All ranks 
and conditions were there, the rich and 
the poor vied with each other in their 
■ efforts to obtain a lung last look ; and it 
js safe to say that iliuir latent impressions 
could not fail to have been of tho m st 
satisfactory character for, save and except 
that the surroundings wero unmistako- 
ably those of tho chamber of death, the 
appearance of tho body, clad for tho 
sepulch'-e, was that of tho James Fell, 
with whom it was a matter i f 

SUCH SATISFACTION 

for even the humblest citizen or tho mrsfc 
I forlorn stranger to come in contact. One 
by one, members oi < Pioneers' Society, 
of which he had been .» prominent mem- 
ber and officer, dropped in to seo him, 
and it was with manifest difficulty that 
i aome of them tore themselves away. Tho 
St. Georgo's Society, the Oddfellows, tho 
Board of Trade, and tho authorities of 
many public institutions came in to give 
a parting look, whilo widows and 
their fatherless little ones said a sor- 
. rowful good-byo to one who hue? 
been their generous hearted bene factor. 
Finally, and it was only too soon for the 
many who had gathered at Mr. Fell's 
home — who included members of the 
. Judiciary, the Bar, the professions and 
various industrial associations, the cof- 
fin was closed, the last farewells said, and 
tho body borne through tho immense 
concourse that had gathered on View- 
street, and placed in the hearso, in order 
to make its final earthly journey. Tears 
streamed from many an eye and not a 
fow repeated tho Master's benediction 

" DLESSED AKU THE MERCIFUL 
for they shall obtain mercy." 
The Pioneer3,tho Oddfellows, ana 
the .other societies in which 
tho deceased had taken so deep an inter- 
est, preceded the hearse, which was 
followed by something like seventy 
carriages, each street and cornel 
through and by which the c rtege passed, 
being lined with sympathetic spectators,! 
w.iilo not a fow r.tores and ollices in tho 
business part of the city, and private 
residences on the way, were closed or 
hid their blinds down. Here and there 
Hags at half-mast wero displayed. The 
mourners were Messrs. .1. F. and 
Thornton Fell, U. Moss and II. A. S. 
Morloy, the succeeding two carriages con- I 
tinning Mr. II. Moss, sen., Captain 
SSpaulding, Mr. Johns, sen., Walter 
Harbor, Chris. Taylor, Joshua Davis, li. [ 
F. John and R. John, jun. The pall- 
bearers wore Messrs, T. II. Smith, Alex 
Wilson,.!. II. Todd, Mayor Grant, O. C. 
Hastings, John Cavan, H. Shast 
and II. Brown. Slowly the solemn 
procession ma le its way along Cook 
street up to Ross bay Cemetery 
arrived at which the coffin was carried 
alongside t he newly-made grave, at one 
end of which were gathered tho mourn- 
ers, at either side the pall-bearers, and 
at the head the officers of the Odd Fel- 
lows Society, according to whose ritual 
the final services were conducted, led by 
Mr. Henderson, I'M., assisted by N. (J., 
I''. Taylor, the assembled members earn- 
estly responding. Slowly anil sadly the 
great crowd dispersed, and all that re- 
mained of .lames Fell was left alone, save 
for tho companionship of the assembled 
dead, all awaiting the final action of the 
Father of Spirits.

THE LABOR QUESTION. 

Lord Salisbury's Views on the Eight 
Hours Law. 

At tho Guildhall banquet, tho Lord 
Mayor, in proposing tho health of the 
Premier, among othor things said : 

"My Lord Salisbury, on the last occa- 
sion on which you addressed us in the city 
you stated that foreign affairs wero emi- 
neotly and thoroughly pacific. Wo rejoice 
to believe that, thanks to your able guid- 
ance, our relations with foreign countries 
still c ntinue in this happy state. 
(Cheers.) Would that tho same peaceful 
attitude prevailed in tho internal affairs 
of this realm ! But to the thoughtful 
mind the present relations of capital to 
labor, of employers to employes, cannot 
but be regarded with grave anxiety. 
(Hoar, hear.) My lord, you once said 
that the prosperity and greatness of every 
Christian Empire must consist in the pro- 
found accord of classes, if a kingdom be 
divided against itself, how shall it stand? 
With what fatal oblivion many seem to 
forget that tho nation should be the union 
of all. Tho present Government has done 
much for the pacification of the world ; it 
is doing much most successfully to pro- 
mote peaco and prosperity in Ireland. I 
think we may safely leave those other 
difficult questions in its hands." (Cheers.) 

Lord Salisbury's response contains the 

following paasago . 

" You observed, my lord, at the close 
of yonr speech that, however freo we 
might be from tho fear of conflict abroad, 
we had no such justification within our 
own borders, and that contests wero grow- 
ing up between capitel and labor which 
might well till us with alarm. I think 
your lordship seemed to intimate that it 
would lio in somo degree with the Execu- 
tive Government to conjure this danger 
and to avert its effects. 1 do not know 
that that can be tho caso. 1 doubt whe- 
ther in our own community the Executive 
Government ever could exorcise functions 
of that kind, and 1 am sure that, gener- 
ally speaking, whenever some great de- 
lusion threa ens to spread over a com- 
munity, any attempt on the part of the 
powers that oxist, whatever their origin 
may be, to stem that delusion, and to 
prevent the matter from being properly 
examined and discussed, would only end 
in aggravating tho evil which they fear. 
The delusion may be a long one.and many 
interests may bo sacrificed by it, or it may 
disappear after having remained a short 
time upon tho earth ; but, whether it re- 
mains or whether it disappears, the only 
remedy that will affect it is tho reasoning 
and discussion of the various members of 
the community and classes in the com- 
munity who are affected among each 
other until by the conflict of interests the 
truth dawns out clear to each mind. 1 
fear that at present the delusion is strong 
and that it will produce a great and evii 
effect. It consists in this — it consists in 
t ho belief that by extending the action of 
the criminal law, by punishing men for 
exercising their own natural freedom, 
and for doing that which they have a 
right to do, you can promote the general 
prosperity of tho community. The 
t*. wer to that, of course, is very easy. 
Such laws would be irritating and exas- 
perating to tho last degree. (Hear, 
hear. ) They must bo made stricter and 
stricter in order to meet the constant 
efforts at evasion that will be made ; and 
then what will happen 7 Why is it that 
you have such masses of capital in this 
county ready to give employment in the 
numerous industries and to sustain in 
this little island a population so largely in 
oxceas of that which could be supported 
by its natural resources' ( I lear, hear. ) 
It is because your institutions, through 
which tho vital air of freedom breathes, 
attract capital as no other institutions can. 
(Cheers.) But if we are to have an Eight 
Hours Bill, if we are to have measures 
which forbid a man, no matter in what 
necessity ho may be, to exercise his 
strength and ability for another hour or 
two beyond the orght hours prescribed by- 
law, if all the hindrances and embarrass- 
ments which the state of the law put on 
capital are to be endured, you must be 
prepared for the natural result. There 
are other countries close by which labor 
under no such delusion and are in no 
danger of coming under it. (Cheers). 
Those countries are at no great distance, 
and thoy have this advantage - that all 
markets that are open to them aro open to 
tho English, and their own markets are 
open to them besides. (Hear, hear). They 
have also tho opportunity of importing to 
any extent they please English capi- 
tal, English machinery, and English 
pkiiled superintendence. (Hear, hoar) 
They havo not one disadvantage except 
that now the spirit of their people is less 
free. They will not strip us of that one 
advantage, but they will as far outdo us 
in capital and prosperity as it. is now our 
glory to boast that we do them (cheers), 
and the first men to suffer by that state 
of things, when employment languishes 
and industries pine away, will bo these 
very workmen on whose behalf unwi.se 
purists ami timid politicians— or, perhaps 
I should say, interested politicians(choers) 
— are now preaching arrangements which 
tho modern world has never heard of be- 
fore, and which savor of the darkest 
superstition by which industry ever was 
oppressed, (Cheers.)

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THE REAR GUARD. 



The story of Stanley's Rear Guard is 
most melancholy, most horrible and moat 
humiliating, It shows how educated and 
professedly Christian men of our own 
time and our own nation can act, when en- 
trusted with absolute power over men of 
an inferior race, and freed from the re- 
straints of civilized society. 

The guard was under tho command of 
a man, who, if ho was not a madman, 
acted like one. His heartless cruel y ex 
cites both wonder and disgust. He 
treated the native Africans under his 
command moro barbarously than any 
man of common humanity would beasts 
of burden. The accounts that aro given 
of his cruelty aro almost incredible. In 
fact, they would not bo believed by his 
countrymen at home, if they were not 
proved by testimony which it would be 
folly to discredit. He Hogged the mis- 
erable creatures mercilessly, for ac- 
cidents as well as for breaches of disci- 
pline and othor offences. He seemed to 
take a fiendish delight in torturing and 
terrifying unoffending persons. Even the 
women did not escape It was for 
cruelty to a woman that his horrible ca- 
reer was cut Bhort. 

Tho Loudon Weekly Times of the 14th 
and 21st of last month contain accounts 
of the doings of the officers of tho Rear 
Guard, which makes one ashamed of be- 
ing of the same race as the men who 
committed acts of such cool and wanton 
barbarity as are thero recorded. The 
affidavit of Assad Farran says that, for 
stealing a big tortoise which hail been 
given to Mr. JanieP, olJ> <<f (jUr Soudanese 
were severely Hogged until their flesh was 
fcortl) Bnd they had also, for one month, 
to carry ammunition boxes, marching up 
and down in the sun all day." For steal- 
in" some matakos and handkerchiefs from 
Mr. Jameson, Bartholomew, the inter- 
preter, was Hogged and tied up by chains 
for some months. Here is an incident 
related by Ben Osman : 

" Upon one occasion, while crossing a 
boggy stream, Major Bartelott mounted 
theshouldersof HnmadiBenDowo, but the 
latter's feet sinking deeply in tho mud 
and heing stuck there at each step, he 
stumbled si ghtly and the Maj r u'ot wet. 
When wo arrived at the bank on tho op- 
posite aide of the river, Major Bartellut 
Hogged the man unmercifully and threat- 
ened to have him shot next morning. The 
threat had been made and carried out in 
other cases, so that Homadi Ben Dowo, 
fearing death, escaped in the forest and 
remained absent until Stanley arrived at 
Benalya. " 

A starving Soudanese soldier stole half 
of a goat that was hanging in Mr. Ward's 
tant. Tho theft was discovered and the 
mm was sentenced to three hundred 
lashes. When he had received 150 lashes 
hi was insensible, tho executioner was 
then ordered to dosist, and tho adminis- 
tr itiun of tho remainder of tho punish- 
ment was deferred until he should be 
strong enough to bear it. Tho poor 
crea lire's flesh was lacerated in a terribl 
manner, but when ho was able to move 
h j was compelled " to march ten hours 
ev-ry day, in the heat of 'lie sun, with 
his hnnls tied together and a heavy chain 
ro hi ■ bis waist. This punishment was con- 
t nued for tw o months. " By this time '' 
Biys Farran, "his dealt was stinking from 
tho sores, and the worms came ou 1 of tin 
flish," yet the inhuman commander who 
not satisfied. He expressed his dotermi 
nation toadmhnster tho renminingonehun 
dro I and fifty Indies. The soldier finding 
hts life a burden and knowing that tin 
torture. in sloro for him would kill hin 
escaped into tho buuh. A reward was 



offered for hiB capture, and ho was 
brought back to the camp and ordered to 
bo shot. Farran says in hia affidavit : 

" Besides, the men were Hogged every 
day — either for sleeping on guard or leav- 
ing the camp without permission, or nog' 
looting their duties— oven for the smallest 
crime they were severely punished ; not 
one day passed without a dozen or two 
men were Hogged with either 100 or 50 or 
25 lashes, oven to tho very sick persons 
no mercy was shown." 

From the accounts that aro published 
it appears that slavery was something 
more than countenanced by tho officers 
of the Rear Guard. Tho story which, 
when it was first told of Mr. Jameson 
purchasing a child in order that he might 
witness an exhibition of cannibalism, is 
graphically told by Farran. All the cir- 
cumstances are related with the utmost 
simplicity. This is what the Times says 
of the narrative : 

" So ghastly and horrible is the story 
that the natural impulse is to dismiss it 
as incredible. Yet thero is such a vivid 
directness about the narrative, so much of 
what we must call dramatic consistency 
in its evolution and so great a verisimili- 
tude about its details, that if Assad Far- 
ran is not speaking tho truth, ho must not 
only bo a consummate liar, but a great 
artist. Wo do not forget that 
he ha3 already denied what he now as- 
serts, nor can we blame those to whom 
his affidavit is distasteful if they make 
the most of the circumstance. No one 
will believe the assertion because Assad 
Farran makes it, but neither can we be- 
lieve the denial «.n that ground. Tho de- 
nial was made under considerable pn ss- 
ure, and although some equally powerful 
motive may be assumed for the affirma- 
tion, its nature has not been made 
equally clear. All that can be dime is to 
weigh internal evidence and collate Assad 
Farran's statements with those of otl er 
witnesses. As regards the two officers 
most seriously implicated, it will be ob- 
served there is a disquieting amount of 
corroboration from other sources. 

The only question with regard to Mr. 
Jameson, is whether he paid the price 
asked to purchase the child or to see the 
exhibition. It is not denied that he 
stood quietly by wlnle the child, a girl of 
ten or twelve years old, was 
led to the slaughter and killed and cut up 
by the cannibals. It is not denied that 
he was sufficiently cool and collected on 
tho same day as to make drawings of 
what ho saw, and it is equally certain 
that ho showed those sketches to his 
ill this is admitted in

The ace unt given of the way in which 
tho officers of the Rear Guard performed 
their duties as related by themselves is 
not pleasant reading, and we are not sur- 
prised that Mr. Stanley was, out of re- 
gard to the feelings of tho survivors and 
of tho relatives of tho dead, desirous of 
saying as little as ho possibly could about 
what was done by those who had com- 
mand of it during his absence. But the 
subject has been rashly opened up now, 
and it must, we suppose, bo sifted to the 
bottom.

It 
takes two countries to make a bargain of 
that kind and if ono of them is ever bo 
willing to make it as long as the other is 
unwilling, it cannot be even begun. 

When the Americans evinco any dispo- 
sition to trade freely with Canada, thero 
is tho best reason for believing that they 
will find the Dominion Government ready 
to meet them half way. Until then we can- 
not seo that it is at all judicious in either 
Conservatives or Liberals saying a groat 
deal about reciprocity. But ipany mem- 
ber of tho Conservative party should 
think otherwise, he, whether Minister of 
State or candidate for legislative honors, 
or one of the rank and lile, is just as free 
to give expression to his views as is tho 
most enthusiastic Liberal free-trader in 
the land. Tho advocacy of reciprocity 
at tho proper time and in tho right way 
is not by any means a monopoly of the 
Liberal party. 

MDITORIA L COMMENTS. 

Wh are pleased to seo that, what is to 
all appearance an earnest effort, is being 
made in Seattle to put down gambling. 
The gambling dens are traps for tho un- 
wary and the young, and should not he 
permit t imI In any well regula'ed com- 
munity. We are decidedly of opinion 
that the laws against gambling in saloons 
should be severe, and that they should 
be rigidly and honestly enforced. Not 
only should what are usually con- 
sidered gambling games be pro- 
hibited in such places, but all play- 
ing for money in them, no matter 
what the game, sh uld be made unlawful. 
There is no reason, that we can see, why 
houses of entertainment should be made 
schools in which gamblers ale taught their 
first lessons. We trust that the author- 
ities in this city will soon follow tho ex- 
ample of those of Seattle. Viet ria m 
any good work should not ho behind the 
" wicked " cities of the Sound.

NOT THEIR MONOPOLY. 

Tho Liberals aro dreadfully indignant 
that Mr. Paradis, wdio has been elected 
for Napierville, should have expressed 
himself favorable to reciprocity with the 
United States, and that tho Hon. Mr. 
Chapleau has encroached upon what they 
clkim as their own peculiar preserve. 
They, and they alone, claim the right to 
be th^ advocates of Reciprocity. We are 
altogether at a loss to see what grounds 
they have for declaring that they, and they 
only, are privileged in this Dominion, to 
speak and write in favor of reciprocity. 
Owing to the action of the United Sta es 
Congress tho discussion of free trade with 
tho States is at this moment purely aca- 
demic. The subject has really no bearing 
upon practical polities. It is as reason- 
able just now to ask a candidate what his 
opinions are with respect to the antiquity 
of man or the theory of development as 
to question him as to his views on unre- 
stricted reciprocity. As long as 'he people 
of the United States prove by their acts 
that th< y not only do not want reciproci y 
with Canada, but are strongly opposed t > 
being moro closely related to us in mat- 
ters of trade than they are now, what ob- 
ject can a Canadian politician have in 
makii g reciprocity an issue at tho polls ? 
The Americans have kicked that ques- 
tion out of the political arena, and 
as they must bo a consenting party to 
any arrangement for mutual froo trade, 
we cannot see that Canadians can do any- 
thing towards bringing it, about by telling 
each other how much they would be 
pleased to have it, and what good it 
would do. In fact, it seems to us that 
by showing too much disappointment at 
what tbo Americans have done in tliia 
trade business, and by exhibiting a very 
strong de ire that they should retrace 
their steps, we are causing our neighbors 
to believe that Reciprocity with them is, 
to us, a necessi y— and that there is noth- 
i ig that we will not do to secure it. The 
pjople of Napierville, it appears, aro not 
of this opinion. They like to hear their 
candidates talk about reciprocity; and 
Mr. Paradis being like a great many 
Othar Conservatives strongly in favor of 
reciprocity, if it can bo had on reason- 
able terms, gave free expression to Irs 
convictions. Had he not as good a right 
to do ibis as Sir Richard Oartwrighl or 
Mr. Charlton, or any Other Liberal, in 
any part of the Dominion ? He did not

Mr. Kellio need not go further than Al- 
bert Canyon to see an actual result of tho 
folly of building expensive wagon roads 
to unworked mining claims . wned by 
single individuals. It is time enough to 
build wagon roads into camps when the 
rth of the camps is proved by actual 
work, the voporings of over sanguine ten- 
der-foot prospectors not, bring very 
good evidence as to a camp's 
worth. If Mr. Kellie will get a 
liberal appropriation for West Kootonay,

And whereat! It La estimated that the coat of. 
acquiring land suitable for a Bile therefor in 
said clly will bo $15,000, which sum it is pro- 
posed to raiso by way of loan upon tho credit of 
tho City as hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas it will renulro the Bum of 
32,198.00 to bo raised annually by (special rate 
for paying tho debt intended to bo hereby 
created and tho intercut thereof. 

And whereas tho amount of tho whole rate- 
able property of the said Corporation, according 
to the last revised assessment roll, is (9,358,191, 
irrespective of any future increase of tho rate- 
able property of tho municipality and of any 
incomo in tho nature of tolls, interest, or 
dividends from the work, or from any stock, 
shares or interest in tho work upon which the 
monoy so to bo raised or any part thereof is 
Intended to bo Invented, and also irrespective 
of any incomo from the temporary investment 
of the sinking fund or any part thereof.
